from the house and senate on the tariff 
bill, which is' actually only a con- 
ference between eight Democrats and 


CHIEF ABIHLK, in reply to President 


Debs, admitted that he hacT rilled the 


inspection 
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places of engineers who went out under 
the Debs strike order and in violation of 
his (Arthur's) order. Mr.Debs sent out 
telegrams in which he states that Chief 
Arthur admitted that he had filled the 
places of strikers with "scabs."' Under 
these confusing conditions it is just a 
little hard for the ordinary individual to 
determine what or who a "scab" is. 
Chief Arthur's men, who are idle, be- 
long to the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers and Mr. Arthuijopposed the 
B. of L. E. going out on the Debs order, 
and now Debs calls the members of that 
order who took the strikers' places 
'scabs.'' What will Debs' men, who, 
laving lost their positions and have gone 
to other points to take the places of other 
strikers be called? 


ACTIOK has been commenced by A. 


Demers, a prominent Canadian residing 
in Montreal, against the Massachusetts 
Benefit Association of Boston, for 917,- 
000, and by C. A. Chenevert for KM>00, 
on policies told by the late M. La For 
rier, who had transferred the policies 
before death. The insurance company 
will contest the payment on the ground 
that the policies were secured by the 
impersonation of Premier La Ferrier 
and that back of the whole scheme was 
the object of securing* campaign funds 
by this method..

Democratic corruption fund. IB still go- 
ing on, and from what has leaked out 
there has been some very lively word 
battles in the committee room in which 
the meetings are held. Little Mr. Wil- 
son, who, by order of Mr. Cleveland,was 
put at the head of the house ways and 
means committee, got so worked up at 
one of these meetings at the various de- 
mands made on behalf of the trusts by 
the senators that he left the room in a 
huff and swore he would have nothing 
more to do with it.

consultation with boss Cleveland he 
thought better of it and is again a regu- 
lar attendant at the meetings, and be- 
fore the thing is closed will probably 
vote as meekly for what the trusts want 
as any one of his colleagues.

NICOTINE AND TOBACCO, 


TarlctlM of the Weed That Are Destitute 


of the 1'olnon. 


Many people regard tobacco and t-ico- 


tine as synonymous terms, though it is 
known that, there are varieties of to- 
bacco which contain practically no 
nicotine whatever A Venetian doctor, 
Big. O. B. dc Toni. has been making 
some exhaustive researches on ';Xico- 
tlna Tobacum"—the variety of tobacco 
generally used by smokers—and has 
just published the results of his inves- 
tigations, lie finds that nicotine, which 
Is an alkaloid, is located chiefly in the 
epidermal tissues, but is entirely ab- 
sent from the seed and young plant. 
In the root of mature plant it occurs 
in the cortical tissue, and especially in 
in the layer ol cells immediately be- 
neath the epidermis. In the branches, 
leaf stalk, lamina of the leaf, peduncle, 
•calyx and corullo it is confined almost 
•entirely to the epidermal cells, and oc- 
curs chiefly In those at the base of the 
Wrs. In smaller quantities it is found 
in the anthem and pistil, but the meso- 
phyl and assimilation tissues of the 
leaf were entirely devoid of nicotine 
in all the samples examined. 


Dr. Toni believes the function of 


nicotine to IMS simply excretory, being 
« product of the reduction of oxygen- 
•oua substances. By some of it has been 
assumed that nicotine exercises a pro- 
tective influence on the tobacco plant 
to keep marauding insects at bay; but 
:this assumption is not borne out by ob- 
servation, as both the fresh and dried 
.caves are eaten by many insects.
